Regarding this action, here below are some informal consultations. 

L In dnf action, Claim 1-6 and Claim 7-10 are two distinct inventions and "the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand". While in 
our opinion, Claims 1-10 are closely related and could not be separated. The process includes 
Simulated motion, rotaty wheel inspection, speed detecting and dynamic scene display. The 
process is realised through the apparatus. The apparatus includes bicycle, direction detector, 
the speed detector and damp force device, computer system and display system. The 
apparatus is practiced by this process. We donH think that the process as described m Claun 
1-6 can be practiced by anther and materially different apparatus or by hand, nor did the 
apparatus as described in Claim 7-10 can be practiced by another and maternally different 
apparatus or by hand. You are appreciated that if you can give us some examples showing 
other apparatus that can practice the claimed process or different process that can practice 
the apparatus as stipulated in MPEP 806.05(e). 

2 In this action, Claim 1-6 is classified in class 434 and Claim 7-10 is classified in class 482. As 
stated in the Abstract of this application, the invention brings full fun of striding over different 
scenes as well as a kind of exercise effect. From our point of view, Claim 1-10, as a whole 
invention, belongs to class 482 or class 472. We would like to know whether we arc required 
to select one class for the invention or the invention can be classified in two classes such as 
class 482 or class 472.
